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SHAHPURA STATE 


The Shahpura State was founded Maharaj Sujan Singhji, the elder 
son of Maharaj Surajmalji who was the second son of Maharana Amar 
Singhji I of Udaipur, in Sambat 16S8, corresponding with 1630-81 A. D. 

It is situated between the 25 / -29 / North Latitude and Td'-ld' East 
Longitude. 

It is bounded on the North East by the British District of Ajmer- 
Merwara and on three sides by the Udaipur State, except in the North, 
North-East corner where the border touches that of Kishangarh State. 
A small detached tract lies- about 5 miles to the West of its South-West 
boundary. 

The Shahpura State has Political relations with the Resident 
at Jaipur. 

The total area of this State is 705 sq. miles. It consists of 
two Parganahs i. e. Phulia Parganah with an area of 405 sq. miles and 
the Kachhola Parganah having an area of 300 sq. miles. The former 
is held under the British Government and the latter under the Udaipur 
Darbar. 

The Khari and the Mansi are the only two rivers which flow in the 
North from West to East, join near Phulia and fall into the Banas' 
River. 

The country is for the most part flat, open and contains much pasture 
land but little vegetation. 

The total population for both the Parganahs of the Shahpura State. 
is 74,219 i. e. 54,233 of Phulia J Parganah and 19,9S6 of the Kachhola j 
Parganah, according to the census of 1931. 

The average gross revenue of the State for the past five years is 
Rs. 4,52,046-1-6, The State pays an annual tribute of Rs. 10,000 to the 
British Government and Rs. o,200/-Ghittori to the Udaipur Darbar- 

RULER AND HIS FAMILY. 

The Ruler Raja Dhiraj Umaid Singhji who is the 12th Ruler on this 
Gadi is a Sisodia Rajput was born in March 1876 A. D. He married first 
a daughter of the late Raja Saheb of IChetri (Jaipur) and on her death, 
a daughter of the late Raja Saheb of Ralaita in Kishangarh State. 

Shahpura is also connected by marriage with Jodhpur, Alwar, Kishan- 
garh, Dharngadhra, Vankaner, Sunt-Rampur, Chhotta-Udepur, Wadhwan, 
Mayurbhanj, Sikar, Khetri, Bhadawar, Bhinga and Ramnagar. 
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The Rajadhiraj Saheb.has got only one son Rajkumnr Sudarshan 
Devji and one graudson Bhnnwar Indrajeet Devji. 

Tiie nearest relatives of -the Rajadhiraj Sahib are his younger 
brother Maharaj Sirdar Singhji of Dhanop and sons of the Maharaj Sahib. 

Raj Slmtrunjai the eldest son of the Maharaj Sahib is the Raja of 
Bijwa Taluka in U.P. While two other nephews of the Rajadhiraj Sahib 
are Kumars Prakramdev and Jeydeo. The former returned in September 
1936 while the latter is still in England. 

Raj Shatrunjai has also got two sons Bhanwars Lokendra Deo and 
Narendra Deo.

ficence. 

A committee was appointed early in May last and extensive arrange- 
ments on a grand scale were started for the auspicious celebrations ns 
well as for the entertainments oE guests and the Marriage party. 

The llajadhiraj saheb and Rajkumar saheb had personally looked 
after and supervised the management which resulted in the function 
having attained a complete success. 

Their Highnesses the Maharawat saheb of Partnbgarh, Maharaja 
saheb oE Dhrangadra, Maharaja saheb of Mayurbhanj and Raja saheb of 
Bhadawar were amongst the Chief guests who had graced the occasion. 
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CHAPTER II 

Administration of Land 

Revenue system: — The State comprises of two Parganahs viz. Phulia 
and Kachhola which are divided into the following Tehsils: — 

Phulia (1) Shahpura. 

(2) Phulia. 

(3) Arwar. 

Kachhola (1) Kachhola. 

(2) Ulela. 

(3) Red was. 

Each Tehsil is under the charge of a Tehsildar who in Parganah 
Phulia is directly subordinate to the Mantri Mai (Revenue Minister) and 
in Parganah Kachhola to the Kamdar of Kachhola who acts under tlife 
directions of the Mantri Mai, 

Personnel : — Chaudhri Mnnsa Ram a retired Tehsildar of Ajmer 
commission remained in charge of the Revenue Department for the lst-half 
of the year and on his services having been lent to Bandanwara, 
Thakur Ramanand Singh discharged the duties of Mantri Mai during 
the second half of the year. 

Assessments : — The system of variable assessment introduced in the 
State some years ago is in force. 

Area Under Cultivation: — The total area cultivated during the 
year was 76465 bighas as against 70628 bighas in the laBtyear. 

Yield of Crops: — The monsoon started earlier this year as last year 
but the rains were scanty and on the whole the season was not as good 
as last year. The maize crop, sown with the commencement of the 
monsoon kept up fairly well and yielded satisfactory out turn. The 
rains were not generally sufficient for crops sown late as well as for 
grass. 

Due to failure of monsoon during the later part of the season Til 
as well as Urad and Moong crops proved to be an utter failure. 

The prices of food grains were normal. 

The Rajadhitaj saheb who has always taken keen interest in the 
welEare of his subjects, particularly agriculturists, has mitigated the 
sufferings of the cultivators to a great extent (they suffered by depression 
in trade and bad harvest) by continuing the following remissions in the 
rents as in previous years. 

1. Chahi rate /fi/- per rupee. 

2. Talabi -/4/- per rupee. 

3. Dry /3/» per rupee. 



In five villages of the State where there was insufficient rainfall 
during the year the Rajadhiraj saheb has graciously ordered remission 
of 8 annas in a rupee, to be granted in rent. 

Remission of interest on arrears of rent has been ordered to be 
granted to all who paid the principal sum. 

Alienation of land : — Jagirs yielding anannual income of Rs. 600/- 
and Rs. 500/- have been granted to Kr. Manohar Singh ji and 
Th. Vikram Deoji respectively out of Khalsa lands. 

Boundary dispute '. — The boundary dispute between Rampura 
(Shahpura) and Shyampura (Kishangarh) was amicably settled by the 
representatives of both the states in the presence of Lt.- R. K. M. Saker 
deputed by the Government of India as a special boundary settlement 
officer in March last year and the pillars were erected on the line surveyed 
by the Government surveyor at that time. The Shahpura representative 
had, however, his doubts about the accuracy of the line, which doubts die 
had expressed before the Special Boundary Settlement Officer. Steps are 
being taken .to remove the inaccuracy. 

The Special Boundary Settlement Officer has: also .-written his deci- 
sion about the position of the pillars to be erected on Ratanpura (Shahpura) 
and Alamoo (Kishangarh) boundary line according to the amicable settle- 
ment arrived at in. 1926 and the pillars will. shortly be erected accordingly. 
The Alamoo (Kishangarh) people have started encroachment on the 
Chandma village (Shahpura) boundary and have removed some of the 
boundary pillars, during the year. 

Customs Department. 

Thakur Mohan Singh continued to remain incharge of the customs 
Department. For income and expenditure of this Department vide 
appendix XXII. 

The Excise Department. 

The Abkari Department was worked on dnty system by Messrs. 
Ivustomji Fardonji and son contractors during the year under report 
urder the supervision of the State Excise Superintendent Lala Kanhiyalal. 

Court of Wards. • 

The Jagirs of Nasarda, Sarans, Dhokliyo, Taswnria and Fatchpura 
remained under management. 



CHAPTER III 

Protection. 

The Codes and Acts shown in Appendix It are in force in the State. 

There is no regular Military Force. The armed police Sowars and 
Cavalry and Infantry remained in the charge of Lt. Daiilat Singhji for 
the most part of the year. The number of Cavalry and Infantry during 
the year has been 25 and 51 respectively. 

The work of the Cavalry generally consists of patrol duty and 
escorting - the Rajadhiraj Sah'eb and Raj family members. 

These and the armed police do- military work when necessary. 
InEantry is mainly employed on guard duty which as well as the Cavalry 
furnish Guard of honour on Ceremonial occasions. Both are classed 
irregulars. 

Uniforms to all members’ of police are provided free of cost. The 
present strength of the police force is shown in Appendix IV, The. 
total charges of the police including Cavalry and Infantry amount to 
Rs, 35771-6-0 

The constables carry swords and small clubs, while the chowkidars 
are armed with lances. The ratio of the police force to area is one unit 
per square mile and to the population one per 223 nearly. The necessary 
details are contained in Appendices V and VI. The chowkidars are 
employed in their respective villages. Their duty is to maintain order, 
report crimes, births and deaths and assist in the detection of offences. 

There are five Thanas in the State viz . Shahpura, Phulia, Dhikola, 
Lasaria and Arwar — each in charge of a Sub-Inspector. There are also 
three outposts viz. Borda, Amli/and Kanechan. 

The health of the force was generally good. 

The number of cognizable offences instituted during the year was 
112. There were 7 cases pending from the last year making a total of 119 
against 107 of the last year. 

The number of cases investigated was 119 out of which 71 were 
sent up for trial, in 42 cases the charges were not proved against the 
accused and 6 were considered false. 

f « 

Out of 71 cases challaned to the Court, 43 were proved against the 
accused, 10 could not be proved and 18 remained pending. 

The number of persons arrested was 126 of whom 61 were 
convicted, 17 were acquitted or discharged and 48 remained under trial. 

The value of the property stolen during the year was Rs. 3801-4-6 
and that of recovered was 2,308-4-9. 
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Among the Criminal Tribes there are i Baories settled in various 
villages of this State viz. Borda, Dhikola, Baland, Rajias and Khamore. 
They are governed under the ruies of the Manual of the Criminal Tribes. 

The total number of Baories in the General Register was 137 
including 9 abscondees of the present and past years and 5 newly regis- 
tered this year. 

The total number present this time is 125 male, 115 female 108 
boys and 80 girls. 

Out of the abscondees two returned during the year and they are 
included in the General Register. One Baori died during the year. 

Administration. 

The Rajadhiraj Saheb presided over the Mahkrna Khas which is the 
Final Appellate Court aud was assisted in the 2nd half part of the year by 
his Pradhan (chief minister) Rao Bahadur Manishanker Trivedi 
B.A., LL.B. 

The Sessions and Judicial Assistant’s Court and the Civil Court are 
subordinate to the Mahkrna Khas. On the judicial side Civil aud Criminal 
appeals against the orders of the Sessions and Judicial Assistant’s Court 
and the Civil Court are heard by the Mahkrna Khas which is also the 
Court of Revision. 

Appeals against the orders passed by the District Magistrate’s Court 
are heard by the Sessions Judge. 

These are the criminal courts in this State: — 

(1) The Mahkrna Khas. 

(2) The Court of Sessions Judge and Judicial Assistant presided. 

over by Babu Sarup Narain. 

The Judicial Assistant’s Court hears all cases in which one 
or both parties are jagirdars. 

(3) The District Magistrate’s Court — presided oyer by Kanwar 

Manohar Singh. 

(4) Third Class Magistrate’s Court — The Tehsildar of Phulia who 
has been invested with third Class Magistrate’s powers and 
hears crimiual cases of rural area within his revenue jurisdic- 
tion. Appeals against the orders of this court are heard by 
the District Magistrate’s Court. 

The total number of cases instituted during the year in the Sessions 
Court is 4. Out of these 4 were disposed of leaving nil at the end of 
the year. 

The number-of criminal cases filed during the year in • the District 
Magistrate’s Court is 261 plus 99 of the last year, total 360 out of which 



276 were disposed o£ leaving - 84 at .the end of the year, 21 eases were 
transferred. to other Courts. For details see Appendices VII and VIII. 

■ The number of offences reported in all the Criminal Courts during 
the past and present years are 297 and 300 respectively and the number 
of the persons dealt with and brought to trial was 850 and 841

In the Court of the Sessions Judge or Judicial Assistant the number 
of the Civil cases instituted during the year was 10 plus 3 balance of the 
last year making a total 13, out. of which 12 were disposed of leaving 1 
at the close of the year. 

The number of execution cases filed during the year was 36 plus 
10 balance of the last year making a total of 46 out of which 40 were 
disposed of, leaving 6 .balance at the end of the year. 

The Civil Court was presided over by B. Surajbhan B.A., LL.B. 
during the year. 

The number of civil suits filed during the year was 253 plus 77 
balance oE the last year making a total of 330, out of which 237 were 
disposed of leaving 93 at the end of the year. 

The number of execution cases filed during the year was 731 plus 
111 balance of the last year, making a total of 842 out of which 658 were 
disposed of, leaving 1S4 at the end of the year. 
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In Courts Nos. 4 and 5, the total number o£ Civil suits filed during 
the year was 812 plus 42 balance o£ the last year, making a total of 854, 
out of which 802 were disposed of, leaving 52 at the end of the year. 

The number of execution petitions filed during the year in the above 
courts was 1384 plus 79 balance of the last year making a total of 1463, 
out of which 1,37 4 were disposed of, leaving a balance of 89 at the end 
of the year.

The number of first appeals filed in the Civil Court No. 3 was 23 
plus 4 balance oE the last year, making a total of 27 out of which 27 were 
disposed of leaving a balauce of nil at the end of the year. 


Prison. 

There is only one Jail, at the head-quarter, which contains four Jail 
barracks for male and one ward for female prisoners. There is also one 
lockup for Juvenile offenders in the Top Khana.. In the absence of 
Juvenile offenders, under trial prisoners are kept. in the Juvenile ward. 

There is sufficient accommodation for guards outside the prison gate. 

The health of the prisoners was generally good and there was no 

death. 

The total earnings of the prisoners during the year amounted to 
Rs. 322-5-6 as compared to 484-8-0 of the last year. The expenditure 
during the year amounted to Rs. 1340-1-3 as compared to Rs. 972-13-6 
the last year. 

On the 31st October, 1937 the number of prisoners in Jail was 20, 
new admissions during the year were 98, total 118 of these 95 were 
released leaving 23 at the close of the year. 

' 4 Finger impression slips of prisoners were sent to the Central 
Bureau, Ajmer during the year under report. 








Registration. 

The duties o£ the Registration Officer are performed by the Judicial 
Assistant at Shahpura and of the Sub-Registrar by the Tehsildar of 
Rhulia in the Mufassil. 7 0 documents' of all kinds were registered and 
Rs. 311-0-0 were realized on accountof fees (Vide Appendices XIV & XV).

The basic occupation of the majority of the population in the State is 
agriculture or labour connected with agriculture. Only 20 per cent are 
employed in industries of minor importance. The rate of wages varied 
from 2 annas to 8 annas per diem. 

For prices of food grain see Appendices XYII and XY1I (a). 
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Forest. 

Properly spealdug there are no forest reserves in the State. A 
considerable area is reserved in several villages where grass and wood 
are preserved. 

The wood in the Birs is fit for fuel only and is, not available in such 
large quantities as might be kept in Stock or exported. 

Trade and Manufacture. 

The chief exports are cotton and ghee. Wheat is also exported in 
small quantities occasionally. 

The chief imports were piece-goods, sugar, rice and tobacco. 

There is one combined Cotton Press and Ginning Factory 
belonging to the State under the Supervision of Thakur Mohan Singh, 
the Manager of the factory on behalf of the State. During the year 
2875 bales were pressed including 24 of Wool. 

Public Works Department. 

Mehta Madan Singh remained in charge of the Public Works 
Department. The tanks of CJmaid Sagar and Nahar Sagar were repaired 
in some places under the supervision of Mehta Madan Singh. 

During the year Rs. 6862-7-3 and Rs. 2581-0-0 were spent on 
Umaid Sagar and Nahar Sagar respectively.

Treasure Trove. 

No Treasure Trove was found in the State during the year under 
report. 

Post Office 

The State maintains a postal system of its own. Official papers on 
the State service are carried free while private letters are sent to their 
destination throughout the State on one anna stamp.

Medical and Public Health Department 


Personnel : — The Departmental work is conducted under the guidance 
of Dr. Kushal Singh, L. M. P., (C. P.), L. T. M., (Cal.) 

Vital Statisticsx-^-The population o£ the Shahpura State on which 
this report is based is 54,233 (of Shahpura State) only. 

(a) The total number of births registered this year is 1699 i. e., 
31*33 per thousand while last year it was 1464 i. e., 30-35 per 
thousand. 

(b) The total number of deaths reported is 1,069 i. e., 10'49 per 
thousand as compared to 1440 i. e., 26-55 per thousand last year. 

Vaccination . — The total number of children vaccinated during the 
year is 2,994 as compared to 2,485 of the last year. The vaccination 
work is conducted by two vaccinators who go round the city and through 
the rural areas. The work is regularly supervised and inspected by the 
Medical Officer-in-charge. 

Attendance of Patients . — (a) Out-door -. — The total number of out- 
door patients treated during the year is 34,697 as compared with the last 
year’s number 37,507. Out of these 26984 have been treated at the State 
Hospital as compared with last year’s number 25,674. The number of 
patients treated through the village dispensaries and through village 
school masters is 7723. 

The system. of rendering medical aid in rural areas in addition to 
the small dispensaries through school-masters which has been in practice 
, for the last S years is giving satisfaction to the people and specially to 
the agricultural class in the villages, has proved of immense benefit and 
saved the trouble, time and the expenses of coming over to the Central 
Hospital during the Agricultural season when the diseases are more 
rampant. These school-masters and the rural dispensaries have been 
regularly supplied with medicines from the Central Hospital and regular 
training in elementary medicine is imparted to all the school-masters every 
year in the vacations. 

In addition to the above system of rendering help in rural areas 
Shrceman Rajadhiraj saheb has been kind enough to grant the deputation 
of two qualified compounders with effect from last year as incharge of 
travelling dispensaries in the rural areas through out the 3 -ear. They 
are regularly supplied with medicines and other necessary articles from 
the Central Hospital.

(b) In-door Patients. — The number o£ indoor patients was 147 
this year as compared to the last year’s number 117. 

Addition to the Hospital buildings: — Shrimati Maji saheba has been 
kind enough to extend her philanthropic did to the charitable institution 
viz. the State Hospital by granting a sum of Us. 6000/- for the construc- 
tion of a new building of Female Wards and Operation theatre with a 
few small adjacent rooms. 

The construction work was started last year and the building has 
been completed this year except outside plastering and white washing 
which is expected to be done shortly. 

Surgical operation'. — The total number of operations both major 
and minor including intravenous injections performed during the year 
is 1441 as compared to last year’s number 1140. 

Eye Section:— The total number of eye cases treated during the 
year is 7589 compared to 80S4 treated during the last year. 

Epidemic and Chief Diseases : — (a) Malaria waB in severe epidemic 
form this year. Special compounders were appointed in rural ureas in 
addition to regular medical aid for prophylactic measures and treatment 
by distributing Quinine. 

(b) A few cases of Pneumonia were successfully treated through 
appropriate and timely help. 

(c) A number of cases of Tuberculosis of the lungs were relieved. 

(d) There was Epidemic of Small Pox but not to such an extent 
as last year. A few cases of chicken pox and measles were treated. 

(e) Cases of Filaria Medences Infections were successfully treated 
surgically and medically. 

(f) A few cases of typhoid were treated successfully. Medicolegal 
cases from courts numbering 70 were examined. 

Poison cases : — 10 cases of snake bites, 30 of scorpion sting were 
successfully treated. 4 cases of accidental opium eating were also treated. 

Bacteriological work: — The bacteriological work has been done 
on a good scale. Various specimen of stool, urine, sputum and blood 
for M. P. differential and local counts are being done -which help a lot 
in diagonosis and treatment of many diseases such as Pthisis, Dysentery 
Malaria, Gonorrhoea, Diabeties and Pneumonia. 

Muir Maternity Department', — The Muir Maternity Department 
is doing good work and Hospital Nurses and Dais are gaining popularity 
and practicing and preaching modern aseptic method of labour. 
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Labour cases : — There were 10 cases of labour out of which 6 were 
normal and 4 abnormal as prolapse of arm and prolapse of cord. They 
were delivered by means of obstetric operation in the Hospital. 

Laxmi Bal Raxa Lund'. — This Fund was started by present 
Rani Saheba after the name of late Baisaheba Laxmikunvarji,. sister of 
Durbar saheb. It is doing immense services to the poor and needy 
infants and there mothers who are supplied with food, clothing and 
medicines and other necessities free of charge from this Fund. 

Boarding Houses'. — The students of the Karamsot, Sudarshan and 
Brahma Boarding Houses enjoyed good health during the - year under 
report. The Medical Officer Incharge regularly supervises their diet and 
other sanitary arrangements aud conducts systematic examination of 
their health every month. 

Jail'. — The inmates of the jail enjoyed good health during the year. 
The sanitary arrangements, diet and the health of the inmates are regularly 
looked after by the Medical Officer. 

Public Health and Sanitation ■ — The sanitation of the city and 
suburbs has been in a very satisfactory condition throughout the year 
under the supervision of the Police Department in consultation with the 
Medical Officer. Shriman Rajadhiraj saheb has been kind enough to give 
extra grants every year for the improvement of Sanitation and drainage. 

The Ayurvedic Umaid Aushdhalaya- — The number of patients 
treated at the -Ayurvedic Umaid Aushdhalaya is 19,345 compared to 
18,638 during last year. 
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EDUCATION DEPARTMENT. 

Darbar High School. 

General'. — The School is housed in an imposing building, away from 
the dust and din of the town. Itcomprises a spacious hall and eight 
class-rooms together with the Science Laboratory and other smaller rooms 
e. g. the office, the teachers' room etc. There are extensive play grounds 
adjacent to the building. 

Staff: — There are at present thirteen members on the staff, exclud- 
ing the religious instructors, deputed by the local Arya Samaj. The 
Staff is fairly qualified and satisfies the requirements, laid down by the 
Board of High School and Intermediate Education, llnjputana, Central 
India and Gwalior, Ajmer. An Urdu teacher was added to the staff 
during the year under report. 

Course x of Study : — The Institution is permanently recognised by 
the Kajputana Board in the following subjects: — 

English, Mathematics, Hindi, History, Geography, Sanskrit and 
Science. Hygiene, Urdu and Nature Studj' have been 
introduced this year and are yet in an experimental stage. 
Provision is made for the teaching of Drawing upto the'VI 
Standard. Vedic Dharm instruction is provided by the Local 
Arya Samaj, Pandit Bameshchandra Shastri, being the Chief 
Instructor. Havan is performed once a week. 

Equipment: — The School- is fairly equipped with the necessary 
furniture viz., benches, desks, tables, chairs, black boards, Almerahs etc. 
The stock, of maps charts, pictures and other apparatus, Geographical as 
well as Mathematical is quite adequate for the present needs. The follow- 
ing charts were purchased this year: — 

Vitamin charts A. & B. Pictorial Maps of North America and 
Australia. 

Laboratory-. — The Science Laboratory is adequately furnished with 
working benches and demonstration tables. There is a separate lecture 
room and the apparatus is quite sufficient for the needs of a High School. 
A Barometer was purchased this year. 

Library and Reading Loom: — The Library is classified under 
different sections. The.teachers section consists of reference books and 
works on Education and General Literature, while the students’ library 
is located in various classes and supervised by the class teachers, assisted 
by the members of the Class Committee. An attempt is being made to 
develop a children’s corner where children and III and IV classes may 
look at pictures and models and read easy and interesting books. 

The General reading room, meant mainly for students and super- 
vised by them, is located in the main hall; the following papers and 
Magazines are provided;— 
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The Vishal Bharat, the Children’s News, the Black, the Balsakha, 
the New Method Magazine (by M. West) and the Shisliu. 

The Teachers’ Room is supplied with the following periodicals: — 

The Hindustan Times, the Punjab Journal of Education and the 
Teaching. To give an aesthetic and picturesque turn to the 
mind and methods of the teacher and the taught, attempts are 
made to provide magazines containing decent and useful 
pictures. The pictorial Education, London, and the illustrat- 
ed weekly, Bombay, the latter so graciously . lent week by 
week by Shriman Maharajkumar saheb are proving very popular. 

The School Sahha- — This body of students as outlined last year, has 
been pet’forming useful work in assisting the members of the staff in 
supervising games, the' library and the reading room, and by running the 
School Book Depot, Vasu Deo X and Mor Muket Singh VIII are the 
President and the Secretai'y respectively this Session. 

The Literary Union. — This meets on Tuesdays and students are 
encouraged to speak on topics of common interest. Lectures are arranged 
from local and outside speakers whenever possible. Allied to the Literary 
Union, nParwa Samiti was instituted this year. The function of this 
body. is to celebrate. Parwas i.e. festivals, so that students may grasp the 
importance of these and aspire to lead good and noble lives. Holi, T ulsi 
Jayanti and Janma Ashthami were among the festivals celebrated. 

Game a and Sports . — ’The usual School games, Hockey, Football and 
Volley ball are. played- here too. Cricket is practised on holidays and week 
end days. Tennis Court (Ring Tennis) has been introduced this year. 
Lathi, Drill and other lighter games form part of the physical Education 
programme too. League Matches and sports were held on the occasion of 
the prize Distribution. 

Scouting. — There are two troops of Scouts run by the Shahpura 
Boy Scouts Association. The total number of Scouts is 40. Lt. Kanwar 
Daulat Singhji B. Ag. F. R H. S. (London) is the Scout Commissioner 
and Messrs. Gyan Chandra and Karim Bus: are the Scout Masters-in-charge. 
The Scouts render useful service in local fairs .and on State occasion. They 
helped a lot during the marriage of Shrimati Baiji saheba in June last 
and were awarded Rs. 100/- by the State. 

Prize Distribution: — This much coveted function was held in May 
1938 under the presidentship of Shriman Rajadhiraj saheb. The Head 
Master read the report of the Institution and was replied to by Shriman 
Maharaj Kumar saheb who was pleased to remark that the institution 
was working on sound lines. .The Rajadhiraj saheb then gave away the 
prizes to the prize winners in sports and for proficient work in studies. 

Periodical Inspection. . — The Institution was visited by .Mr. W, 
Owens. B* A, M. B. E. Director of Education, Jaipur State and Lala Daya 
Krishna M. A, LL. B, Director of Education, Kotah State, and principal 
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Herbert Intermediate College, Kotah in December last. They inspected 
the work, and activities of the School and left with a fairly good 
impression. 

Results :— The Total number of students on the School roll is 165. 
Nine students were sent up for the High School Examination 1938 and 
eight came out successful. 

Vernacular Middle School. - 

The Highest Examination for which the boys are prepared in the 
Vernacular Middle School is the Vernacular Final Examination of the 
United Provinces. 

During the year under report 14 boys were sent up for the above 
examination at Ajmer and 13 boys passed; 3 in the Second Division and 
10 in the Third Division. The three boys who secured second Division 
were Ratan Lai, Fateh Lai and Shaukat Ali with distinction in mathe? 
matics. The result of our school stands second in the whole of Rajputana 
and Ajmer-Merwara. The results of other classes were also' quite 
satisfactory. 

Primary Education is imparted in the City Branch School. 

Important subjects such as method of teaching, home work, 
punishment etc. are discussed thoroughly in Teachers’ Meetings and 
suggestions are received and given for the benifit of the boys as well as 
teachers. Model lessons are often given in the classes by the Headmaster. 

There is a small School Library. We are making the best of what 
we have. Books are issued once a week. From the issue book it can be 
seen at a glance how many and what kind of books a student has read in 
the year. 

The Educational Gazette (Hindi Edition) the Arjun, the Bhugol, the 
Shiksha Sudha, Bal Sakha and the Bharat are subscribed for the reading 
room. 

The meetings of the debating Club are held every week on Tuesday. 
Students are selected in such a way that every student has to speak on 
some important subject, recite poems or tell stories. Efforts are always 
made to make the meetings as interesting as possible. The Headmaster, 
as well as other teachers also address the boys on interesting topics. 

Religious instruction is also imparted here regularly. Boys with 
the School staff take part in weekly Havan performed . in the Darbar 
High School on every Thursday. 

There is also a Girls’ School at the Capital having on its roll 143 

girls. 

The Education in all the schools is free. 
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’Games -of late have been reorganised on the model of “AH play 
•movement”. The programme; is chalked out in such a manner that every 
student plays daily at least for 40 minutes. Games include, Football, 
Volley ball, Tug-of-war, Lathi, Kabaddi and other lighter games. All 
classes have regular drill under the supervision of teachers. The daily 
drill removes the effect of prolonged sitting during school hours. 

There are 11 Primary Schools in the District namely Dhikola, Kan- 
nechan-Kalan, Kadisehna, Bachkhera, Arur, Phulia Kalan, Dohria, Rehr, 
Kothian, Taswaria and Amli Kalan. One private aided school exists at 
Dhanop and is maintained by Shriman Maharaj Sahib. The number of boys 
on. roll is 18 and the daily average attendance is 12*36. 

In order to encourage the learing of the Sanskrit and Karam-Kand 
and Sanskars (Vedic and Puranic) and Dharam Shastras, the Gautam 
Karma Kand Pathshala has been established. During the year under 
report 11 boys were examined and all boys got through. The cash prizes 
were distributed on the occasion of Raksha Bandhan to the successful 
■candidates. With the boys of the above Pathshala other gentlemen of 
the Brahman community were also examined in Sanhitas and Sanskars 
•and cash prizes were also given to them. The result of this encourage- 
ment is that the tendency of learning vedas is increasing day by day 
•among the Brahmans. 
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BOARDING HOUSES. 

Three Boarding: Houses are being maintained by the State , namely 
(1) The Karntnsot Boarding House (2) The Sudarshan Boarding House 
and (3) The- Brahma Boarding House-.. 

The Kararasot Boarding House : named after the illustrious • mother- 
of the late Raja Dhiraj, Saheb has- on its roll 7 boarders and the 
Sudarshan Boarding House named after Rnjkumar: Sudarshan Devjii 
maintained 10' boarders. 

The Brahma Boarding House has 13 boarders' on its- roll. The boys- 
are prepared in this Boarding House for Sanskrit Prathama, Madhyama, 
and Shastri Examinations of the Queen's Sanskrit College, Benares. 
During, the year under report one boy was sent up- for Shastri 2nd Khandi 
Examination, and passed in 2nd division. One boy appeared in Madhyama. 
Tritiya Khand Examination, and passed in 2nd Divison. One boy sent for 
Madhyama 1st Khand Examination, and passed in 2nd Division. . 

THE LAWRENCE STATE LIBRARY.
